a damping element (see fig. 1, 5, ref. sign 535 "impact damper") that acts 
between the first component and the second component".

1 The vague and imprecise statement on page 1 , lines 23, 24 of the description implies 
inconsistency between the claims and the description and therefore leads to doubt 
concerning the matter for which protection is sought, thereby rendering the claims 
unclear (Article 6 PCT) when used to interpret them. 
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In this respect, it is noted that "Incorporation by reference" is not an option in the 
European procedure because the concerned subject-matter does not fall within the 
scope of the claims. 

2 The second embodiment of the injection device described on page 8, penultimate 
paragraph and shown in figure 5 seems not to fall within the scope of the claims. This 
inconsistency between the claims and the description leads to doubt concerning the 
matter for which protection is sought, thereby rendering the claims unclear, Article 6 
PCT. 
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
